Earn. No, never fear, forthough he and his Tribe think 
fo,, yethe’l be hang'd before he’l fay fo.now; no, he’t tell 
you that Loyalty is a Doctrine, and that his greac bufinefs 
has been to write againft the Papifts for their.

Popery, acts like a Datifical Jefuit) The-peneraliry 
of Diflenters‘he télls you, cordially embrace the Dv Vinal Ar- 
ticles, &C. When yer all the Diflénters im Fagherd Were cor- 
dially united to ger’ an A& of Parliatnent for the’ Eafe of 
tender Cofifciences, to teje& part of the 29. Article con- 
cerning the Baptifm of Infants : The 24. whiclf récites the au- 
thorifed Homilies, wherein is contained the greareft part of 
the Do&ritie of the Charch of Exgland: “THe 3%. “Afticle 
concerning giving Holy Orders 5 the 26. Artiéle concetning 
the Kings Supremacy as well in Ecclefiafticdlsas"Tempo-

How was the pure 
Word pr d among them, when they preached the 
Nation into Rebellion? when they preached up the Cove- 
nant, with, -come let ys make an Everlafting Covenant, oe, 
with fe Dogtrine, their Congregations ecchoed a- 
gainsand which ftill they tell you they lie under an Obligati- 
on to,atid will not renounce;how was the pure Word preach- 
ed when they preached off the late Kings Head? when they 
a up Halters, Gibbets, Axes, Plundering, Seque- 

ration, &c. to maintain Rebcllion? how were the Sacra- 
ments duly adminiftred,when in many Congregations they 
were totally laid afide ? when Hoftlers, Tapfters, Porters, 
Troopers, with impious and facrilegiovs hands durft, and 
do ftill prefume to perform thofe Divine Offices? How do 
the Presbiterians, Independents, Anabapuifts, oc. Preach 
the pure word, when alb of them deny one Article of 
the Creed, viz, I believe one Holy Catholick Church ( I 
do not mean Roman Catholick ). while every one of them 
confines the true Church, where Salvation is only to be had, 
co their. refpeétive Societies, Companies and Conven- 
ticles; which if they be the only true Churches, there has 
been no Catholick Church to believe, till within this Hun- 
dred years ; others deny another Article, viz, one Bap- 
tifm for the Remiffiomof Sins: How dothey Preach the 
pure Word, when that cells them all Power is from God? 
They. tell the People, the Kings Power is from the Peo- 
ple? The.pure Word faith, you muft needs be fuajeé for 
Confcience fake ; they teach the People that it is lawful 
to Rebel for Confcience fake; How do the Quakers Preach 
the pure Word and ducly Adminifter the Sacraments, who 
deny them both, and hold filent meetings abfolutely ne- 
ceflary, where not one word is tobe fpoken? And a 
Thoufand fuch other foolifh, impertinent, feditious, dif 
loyal Tenents which are Preached and prayed for the 
pure Word. : 

Jet. Come pray let his little Doforfhip alone, he’s 
about agreat Work, he’l do more than the Government 
hath been ab'e to do, bring in the Diffenters into the 


Church, bere are only a. Company of indifferent and mutable 
h 


Ceremonies which they Diffent from, and you are fo wnreafonable 
and uncharitable now, to reject themthat agree with you én all 
things neceffary, becaufe they do not agree with you in things 
which your own {elves own to be but unneceffary. Id. ibid, 

Earn. Care has told as many Rappers for the Diffen- 
ters as he thinks good ; and now he comes to lie for the 
Church of England. Pray is there no difference between 
indifferent and unneceflary? Who told him that the 
Church of £ngland owns thefe indifferent things tobe un- 
neceflary ? If they be indifferent and Diffenters think fo, 
the Command of the King whois the Supream Governor 
of the Church, makes them neceflary : and then how un- 
reafonable and uncharitable are all. Diflenters, who, if 
Care does not belie them, agreeing in all things neceflary, 
refule to joyn with us, becaufe tome of thofe indifferent 
things commanded are not in cheir own Natures abfolute- 
ly neceffary, which at worft is, they are only fuperfluous 
but not unlawful : as if they would have a man knock’d 
o’th Head becaufe he has a Hundred hairs on a fide in his 
Peruke, when Ninety nine would have done as well. But

Bid him fee if hecan find any other 
Government in the Church for 1300 Years 5 bid him look 
if he.can find in the Greek, Armenian, Ethiopian and Ne/fto- 
rian Churches, which have been parties oi the Carholick 
Church, though the Roman or Latin have Nonteniically 
Ufurped the Title. Bid himI pray, look if he can find 
any other Government, and then he will fce we differ 
not about indifferent, mutable, or unneceflary matcers, but 
about the fubftance of a Doétrinal fundamenral point, 
practifed, approved, contipucd in all Ciu ches, in all 
Ages from Chrift and his Apoftles to this very duy. 

Fe. Bur fince the Church of England. owns tlic Reform- 
ed Churches of France, Holland, Switzerland, &c. tor Bre- 


ae why fhould fhe not own the fame for Children ar 
ome ? oy 

Earn.. Did the Church of England ever own all tharthofe 
Churches hold and pra&tife ?, What if withthe Judgment 
of Charity fhe treats them as weak, and does nor pretend 
authority over them, muft fhe therefore have no power c- 
ver her‘own Children ? a fpecial Argument! Care may not 
govern the Mayor of Goatham’s Family, Ergo,he may not go- 
vern his own. Come, in a word I'le rell you, they efteem 
the Governmient by Bifhops Antichriftian, fee The. wall’s 
More work for the Dean, pzg.2.3. and throughout, and the 
Church of England the Romi(h, Sodomy, Egyptian, and fpiré- 
tual Babylon, they make Separation and Schifm neceffary 
to Salvation, and Communion with her a damnable fin; 
and now let Care {ee if he can bring thefe men of whom 
the faid wali {ays in his Title-page, This is fill the caufe many 
thoufand Proteftants rg ¢ Communion with the Church of En- 
gland at this day ; let him try if he can perfuade thefe 
thoufands, if Tom has taken a true Mufter, that they are 
members of the Church of England, 

Jef. Well, what fhalt I fay to htm about the matter then? 

Earn. Tell him, the Church of England is that Society of 
Chriftians who fear God and the King, who have the pure 
Word and Sacraments duly adminiftred by lawful Paftors, » 
governing according to the Primitive Apoftolical Rule,con-: 
tinued throughout the Catholick Church, ever fince its firft 
foundation to this moment. 

Frft. Well,and are not the Diflenters a part of this Body? 
_ Earn. Yes, as the-murinous fermenting parts of matter 
in the Body natural are part of that ; the grofleft and moft’ 
troublefom mult be purged off with feafonable Phyfick, and’ 
the reft corre&ted, in order to keeping the Body in a ftate 
of health. 

Jef. What, I find then you'l make the Diffenters a fort 
of {curvy Proteftants. 

Earn. ¥ could never make any thing of them ; but in 
truth they do the moft refemble that Morbus Pelymorpheus 
the Scurvy, the Difeafe of many fhapes, and I with Care 
would (et out fome Pills to cure them of their ftrong breath 
and falivations, and;then he may be in fome hopes to bring 
them into the Church of England ; and till he does, for my 
part, I can never be perfuaded to believe the Leprofie or 
Scurvy, though fpread over the whole Body, to be any part 
of the man, or that Cares Diflenters are any thing elfe but 
the Leprofie and Scurvy of the Body Politick, both in the 
Church and Kingdom, let him and his Diffenters own the 
Authority which compofed and impofed thofe Doétri- 
nal Articles, which he fays not only diftinguifh the Church 
from Popifh, but conftitutes her a true Church, and then 
we’l talk further with him about the Premiffes. 

Feft. Nay, if fhe be a true Church, and diftinguifhed 
from Papifts, then all the Diffenters who call her Popifh 
and Antichriftian are Knaves and Fools too to keep all this 
ftir about Ceremonies, which are but fhadows according to 
Cares Divinity. 

Earn. You fee now when an ignorant, impudent, Fren- 
chify’d, debauch’d fcurrilous Buffon undertakes to be the 
Champion and Advocate for the Diffenters : what a pretty 
piece of work he makes on’t. A 

Jeft. They had better make a Colleétinon to ftop his 
mouth, for if he goes on fooling and fcolding at this Rate, 
he’l quite ruin the Caufe. 

Earn. In one word, you fhall fee how cordially the Dif- 
fenters ftudy Union with the Eftablifhed Church, by one 
paffage of their great Clout-Carrier or Scandardebearer R. 
Baxter in his Church-Hiftory, pag.46.' The followers of Me- 
letius joyned with the Arians againft Alexander Bifhop of 
Alexandria, and became.a great fupportto that Herefic, 
juft as if the Nonconformitts at this time fhould {eek by 
the favour of rhe Papifts tobe delivered from the tilen- 
cing aod detiroying Prelates, upon condition of common 
Liberty ; the Caies are not much unlike; fo thar from 
their own Oracle a Prophet of their own, you fee they had 
rather jon with the Papifts, than the filencing and de- 
flroying Prelates of the Church of England, 

jel. A very pretty way indeed of uniting Proteftants.! 

Earn. Nowlet allthe World Judg what members of the 
Chuich of Angland thefe Diflenters are ; and whettier icis 
not more “han fufpicious that there is a fecret Combination 
berween chem and the Papifts to deftroy the Church which 
ny efteem the Common Enemy of their common Li- 

rty. 
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
